LAWYERS WANT STAND BY 
U. S. IN THE WAR. 



Committee says Hague Agreement 

■ ■■ Gives Basis— Hope for General. 

Peace Pacts. 

■ That the United States should take some 
definate and determined action toward the 
establishment of peace by treaty among all 
nations and- that this country's intentions 
should be advertised to the world at once 
through the proper use of The Hague con- 
vention; permitting it to offer- itself as 
arbiter. between warring Russia and Japan 
— this was the program offerd Tuesday by 
the American Bar Association, which spoke 
in no uncertain voice for intet national 
amity. It asks for a vigorous policy by 
this country, and holds that the shortest 
cut to. the objective point would be to 
notify foreign powers of a decided purpose 
by politely proffering its services as referee 
between the clashing governments ~of St, 
Petersburg and Tokio. The association 
formally went on record by adopting a re- 
port presented by its. 'standing committee 
on international law, which embodied the 
foregoing suggestions. .. 

The association followed this by approv- 
ing the' resolutions passed by the- national 
arbitration conference, January 12 lost, in 
Washington, the features of which were: 

1. A declaration in favor of aa imme- 
diate treaty between Great Britain and, the 
United States whereby the difficulties" that 
often lead to wax should, without excep- 
tion, be settled by arbitration. 

2. Following a binding convention for 
arbitration with tbe English; go verament, 
a determined effort to obtain similar treaties 
will all other nations or powers. 

In its report the committee on , interna- 
tional law reviewed for the association's 
benefit the, more . important, events of the 
year under this head and continued by 
Baying:" 

The United States has done, much to 
promote the settlement by arbitration of 
international disputes. When' once our 
people realize that justice between nations 
ought to be attained by peaceful means 
our influence^ will be exercised iu favor of 
the resort to Buch means and against the 
arbitrament of the swprd. And that in- 
fluence, if weare'true to' our .national tra 
ditions, will become more powerful every 



year. 
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The report discussed tbe Russo-Japanese 
war at some length. It said: 

It is not for your committee to pass any 
Judgment upon the merits of this war,. but 
we do Bubmit that tbe Japanese claim is of 
a character that affords just grounds for 
mediation under the second title of The 
Earue convention, Tbe third article de 
dares that "signatory powers think it to 
be useful that one or more powers which 
have no part in the conflict may offer of 
their own volition, bo far as circumstances 
may make it appropriate, their friendly 
offices or their mediation to tbe states en- 
gaged in the conflict," 

The United States might, as it seems to 
your committee, very properly avail itself 
of the provisions of The Hague convention 
and moke an endeavor to put an end to the 
further shedding of blood in Manchuria. 



Act of Justice Stirs Op Two Nations 
An obscure police justice named Phelps, 
in tho little' Iowa of Lee, Mass., vigilant 
in the punishment of automUUts who ex- 
ceed the speed limit, took action which 
boa stirred up the state departments of 
Great Britain and the United States. By 
imposing a' fine on the third secretary of 
the British embassy the justice nob only 
twisted the tail of tbo British lion, but 
violated an important section of the law of, 
nations, which cxemps those attached to 
foreign embassies from civil or criminal 
prosecution. % t 

It eeems that Hugh Gurney, who is the 
third secretary of his Britanic majesty's 
embassy, was arrested for speeding his 
auto in Stockbridge, Mass., on Sunday, 
When arranged he refused to plead, citing 
the international law, but the justice, said 
he did not recognize international law in 
his court. Whon Mr, Gurney persisted in 
his refusal he was fined $25 for contempt 
of court, and a similar, amount for break- 
ing tbe speed ordinance. Aa the secretary 
did not have sufficient money with him to 
pay tho fines ha was escorted by a police- 
mnn to Lennox, where the money was 
secured. i

ART OF PICKLING. STEEL. 
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PreceM First Tried In TfcU Country 
at Williamsburg Bridge. 

The pickling of structural steel .was 
probably first done In this country. In 
connection with the steel flooring of 
the Williamsburg bridge In New York; 
city. The specifications for the 
twelve-inch channels on which; the 
paving blocks are carried . required' 
them to be cleaned and painted wltn 
pure linseed oil while Btill hot from- 
the rolls. 

When it came time to execute the 
work these specifications ■ were 
changed so as to permit. the metal, 
to be cleaned In pickling baths, which 
has long been done to a considerable 
extent' In Europe. In the case 'of the 
channels for the Wllllamaburg. bridge 
the shapes were first. boiled in a 10 
per cent solution . of caustic soda to 
take off grease, and we're then. rinsed' 
In boiling water. Afterward .they 
were dipped Into a boiling 10 .per cent 
solution. of sulphuric acid until' all the 
oxide was removed. > ". 

After being rinsed in boiling water, 
they were dipped Into a boiling -10 
per cent solution of carbonate of soda 
to free them from any trace of acid. 
Finally they _ were rinsed In -boiling; 
water, dried .'over steam pipes and 
then treated by the Sabln process of

Speuccr'u Seedless Apple. 

After experimenting for seven years, 
John F. Spencer, nurseryman- and 
fruit grower of Colorado, has pro- 
duced a seedless apple. The new fruit 
greatly resembles the seedless oruugu 
in Its meat, being solid, and there Is 
a slightly hard substance In the navel 
end. The trees have no blossoms. 

Spencer says he beam experiment- 
ing with Hie apple Shortly after the 
seedless orange appeared. Ue rea- 
soned that If It was possible lo de- 
stroy germination In. the orange It was 
possible In Uie apple. He orljrlnally 
produced five trees that would bear 
seedless apples nnd then experiment- 
ed to see If he could make buds repro- 
duce forly additional trees, 'From 
these he has budded 2,000 more, lie 
has kept his experiments to himself, 
and ho still- guards bin secret. Mr. 
Spencer claims that with the seedless 
apple many diseases due to laying of 
eggs by moths lit npplo hloBsoms will 
be avoided. — nice Journal and Gulf 
Coast Farmer.

They nre nlso easier 
to mix, the uinmonla per cent being 
smaller and less likely to -escape In tho 
mixing. As a matter of fact, It Is one 
of those things which must be largely 
determined by the farmer to suit his 
own conditions, yet, ou the other hand, 
Is ono of Urn things that it will pity to 
experiment with to. a greater or loss 
extent — IndlnnapoIIs News. .

A' long report has hec'ii made public 
concerning the investigation by this X'ew 
York liu.aril of steamboat inspectors oE 
the General Klneuiu disaster, which oc- 
curred In the Hast river fust dune and 
cost iionrly l.tKJO lives. The report Is 
signed by .Tames A. Dilinniit and Thomas 
II. Barrett, mid is addressed to Supervis- 
ing inspector Iio hurt S. Koilie. It con-, 
eludes tiy iihnoniielng the revocation of 
the licenses of otllcers nlioanl the Sio- 
cnin as follows: William 11. Van Sehatek, 
master nnd pilot; Edward Van Wart. 
; pilot, and Ben J a niin V. Conklin, chief 
eugiuciT. 

Brieily suiiuniiriml the principal points 
hi the report me: 

That the iffc-prcserving ftmiliatices In 
tlio vessel \woro adeituate, but that had 
the Slucum- been supplied with double 
the numiicr not another life would have 
been saved because of the Ignorance and 
In com pet erice of the crew. 

Tli fit there was absolute lack of disci- 
pline ou the part of the crow because 
of tlic neglige neu of the master and of 
the pilot. 

Tlmt lire drills had been neglected 
and that. had the crew'-lieeii trained as 
tho law requires hucIi a disaster, would 
have been almost. incolU'eivnble. 
. That one of the crew, hi ids igno ranee, 
added to the Incipient tin iiics liy throwing 
thereon nu empty hag which had con- 
tained charcoal, " 

That the chief engineer was grossly 
ncfiilsent when' not Wed of the fire in 
that he did not sec that 'the hose had 
been connected and the water turned on. 

Under" the law the board tool: up only 
the conduct of tlie-vesscl's licensed o!ll- 
cers. The other phases nf the disaster 
were investigated by a special commis- 
sion appointed by order or President 
lloosiivcit and coiisiKliug nt Gen. Wilson 
of.thc army nnd Coiiuitainlcr Whwlow of 
the navy. This commission has not made 
public Its report.

"At the Port Palm Hotel, to which 
tlic soldiers had access, ' there was a 
(lrst-einss naiatorlum. It was rigged' 
up with nil sorts of contrivances— poles 
to slide down, chutes to dive from.' 
Most of the men were content to dive' 
from a slight elevation, or to lie down' 
in Uie chtflfe nnd come wliizzliig from 
tho roof Into the water. Finally, one. 
mam ovidently nn experienced diver, 
climbed in an eicvntiou on the roof of 
the building, and calling for' tl lose to 
move away from below, made Lite high 
dive, 

"All the men looked upon It as a 
piece of daring. The waler ut.thc foot 
was only about eight or nine feet deep, 
alio bottom being concrete. I deter- 
mined that I would try to make the 
dive. If one man could do It nnothcr 
could. Calmly I started up the ladder, 
but when I ran idled tlic top and looked 
down my calmness deserted me., I was 
scared, hut I had determined to uinko 
thu dive inn] I climbed to the further 
elevation. When I stood up prepara- 
tory to lenplng I felt my legs shaking; 
so In order not to attract attention I 
pointed niy head and arms downward,. 
as If I had been making the dive all 
,my life,, and jumped. 

"As soon as I was sure that I had' 
gone and there was no getting back my 
shakkioss left, and I was nhlo to com- 
iimiid nty muscles, so as to make the 
quick turn as soon as I reached tho 
w.itor. 1 barely missed the bottom, but 
when I raino up my comrades lold me 
'that I hud been an ass, but that I hud 
had nerve to make tlic jump. As a 
matter of net, I was frightened, but I 
Jumped.. They could have Jumped, too, 
ami come out ns safely, but they sim- 
ply did not dnre to make tho attempt. 
My own Imagination had made the risk 
much greater than It was." — New Or-
